“THE CANADIAN CAR” 
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MR. BENNETT’S MESSAGE TO 
THE WEST 


It was not a very inspiring message that 
the Prime Minister of Canada brought to 
the people of the west on his speaking 
tour. In point of fact it was a positively 
discouraging outlook that he had to pre- 
sent to them. A future of grave uncer- 
tainty, for which the Government has 
neither promise nor program, was the 
prospect he pointed out, in language and 
tones which leave no room for doubt that 
the Premier is in a very gloomy frame of 
mind. 

As to the course the Government has 
taken during its three years in power, and 
the ideas upon which its policies have been 
based, Mr. Bennett has no shadow of mis- 
giving. To him the measures adopted were 
right measures, the ideas upon which they 
were based correct ideas. The amazing 
tariff by which he has shut out imports is 
to him the only tariff policy consistent 
with national interests or even national 
security. Unemployment relief, he de- 
clares, has been handled in a highly effi- 
cient and successful way. The gold 
standard is for him the only safe and’sane 
basis for money. The curtailment of wheat 
export and production is to him the only 
practicable means of solving the difficul- 
ties of western agriculture. The trade 
agreement with Britain he holds to be 
eminently fair to Britain and highly ad- 
vantageous to Canada. 

Whatever they may think of these 
things, the public cannot question that the 
Premier believes in them whole-heartedly. 
Nor can they have any misunderstanding 
that he intends to stand by these policies 
to the bitter end; high tariff, sound 
money, curtailed production, and all the 
rest. These are the tenets of his political 
creed; and it is at least to the credit of his 
resolution that he defends them at a time 
when they are under condemnation such | 
as the policy of no previous government 
ever was in the history of this Dominion. 
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The future, as Mr. Bennett sees it, is 
positively dark. ‘Forces beyond control” 
are shaping the gravest crisis the people 
of Canada ever had to face. What these | 
forces are, how they are to operate, or | 
what particular variety of crisis they are 
to bring upon us, or may bring upon us, he 
did not state; hinted darkly that he was 
not at liberty to say. But undoubtedly the 
outlook was very ominous; he made that 
clear, and that the crisis was due to arrive | 
in the course of the next few months. The | 
worst may be yet to come, he told his Win- 
nipeg audience, almost in so many words. 
Or in the language of Mr. Riley, “The 
bogey man will get us if we don’t watch | 
out.” 

And the worse feature, Mr. Bennett 
made plain, is that the Government of 
Canada is “‘powerless’ to avert the calam- 
ity, or believes itself to be powerless, 
which amounts to the same thing so far as 
results go. There will be no inflation of 
currency; he ruled that out as unthink- 
able. There will be no extensive program | 
of public works to absorb the idle labor of 
the country; Mr. Bennett had returned | 
from England with some such notion in 
mind but had been obliged to abandon it, 
for reasons not stated. 

The times, the Prime Minister thinks, 
are showing some signs of a turn for the 
better, over a range of countries wide 
enough to indicate the beginnings of a 
general improvement. This cannot be 
saga. At best there is to be looked for 

ly a slow and painful climb back to the 
heights of prosperity from which the | 
world slipped so swiftly and so dis- | 
astrously. 

Canadians will have to wait, Mr. Ben- | 
nett says, for the gradual improvement in | 
world conditions to restore conditions in 
Canada, There can be no_ national 
recovery program for us. The reason 
given was that we are only ten millions 
of people inhabiting half a continent. The 
inference is that we would be better able 
to take care of ourselves if we were 
crowded together in a smaller space, or 
had two or three times the number of 
hands to find work for. 

But while they wait, Canadians must 
work out their own salvation on the lines 
laid down in his Montreal speech of spme 
weeks ago, and without looking to their 


Government for any major stroke of 
restorative policy. Hard work, self-denial, 
thrift, hardship, loss, disappointment, 
hope deferred; these are the things we 
must look for and accept. We are on- 
ished to be worthy of our fore-fathers, in 
the usual terms. The rest of the Montreal 
speech may be taken as read and applied 
to the situation. It evidently embodied 
substantially all that the Prime Minister 
had to say to the people of the west on the 
subject of where we are to go from here. 

That is not the kind of “message” the 
people of western Canada were entitled to 
expect from their Prime Minister at this 
time. 

There was due to them a forceful 
declaration of constructive policy, aimed 
at providing work for the thousands of 
idle men in these provinces who cannot 
find the opportunity to earn a living for 
themselves and their families. 

They were entitled to look for some pro- 
nouncement on the subject of interest 
rates and debts; the more so because 
Hon. H. H. Stevens stated the obvious 
facts at Montreal on Saturday, that the 
burden of debt resting on the Canadian 
people is “altogether out of proportion to 
their numbers”, and that “no farmer can 
pay 8 per cent interest and stay in busi- 
ness.” 

They were warranted in expecting some 
statement as to what the Government has 
in mind in the way of a measure to restore 
the balance between farm product prices 
and the debt obligations which were incur- 
red when those prices were two or three 
times what they now are. 

They were entitled to be told what steps 
are being taken or are to be taken to open 
up the markets in the Orient and re-open 
the markets in continental Europe for the 
farm products which the west must sell 
abroad if its financial and business struc- 
tures are to be saved from collapse. 

And, in the absence of any such con- 
structive plans, they were entitled to know 
whether the Dominion Government will 
undertake to supply the provinces and 
municipalities with cheap money in suffi- 
cient amourts to enable these to carry the 
burden of adequate unemployment relief 
without breaking down. 

On only one of these subjects—the first 
—the Prime Minister made a statement; 
that he has no extensive program of works 
to announce. On the other issues, every 
one of them vital to the primary interests 
of the western country, he had nothing 
to say. 

That being the case, the western speak- 
ing tour was a well-meant but mistaken 
effort. It will do more to spread gloom 
than confidence in this western land.
